form, to live in it contrary to the 
promptings of the Holy Spirit, such 
a life is definitely not of God but of 
the Devil! 

God, instead of being the author of 
that which is evil, is the fountain from 
which all good originates and flows. 
(Read verses 17-18). Just think of the 
riches of these verses particularly 


these words: “Of His own will He 
brought us forth.” Here we see the 
whole program of God for the sinner, 
and we are ushered into the exceed- 
ing riches of God’s Grace toward us, 
whose one will from the moment that 
man first fell into sin is not that he 
should continue in sin and thus go 
lost, but that all might be saved! Let 
us look a little closer at these words: 
“He brought us forth,” as to: 

a) Who is it? It is the Father of 
Lights, our immutable, unchanging 
God, with whom there is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning! A 
God whose one verdiet over sin is 
“The soul that sinneth shall surely 
die!” He that soweth to the flesh 
shall of the flesh reap destruetion!” 
Be sure your sins will find you out! 
This decree is irrevocable, it cannot be 
changed. Such is the nature of God’s 
holiness! 

b) What is it? When I read these 
words, “He brought us forth,” realiz- 
ing that it is this immutable God, the 
Father of Lights, who has brought 
us forth, I marvel at the intensity of 
His love, as out of love He has reaeh- 
ed down and has provided the way 
whereby even I, a lost and condemned 
sinner, might be saved! High above, 
yet in love, stooping so low, to some- 
one so fallen, that I might be saved! 
Herein lies the glory of His love, the 
richness of His merey! Not by any- 
thing in me, but all in Him! Our 
minds are too finite, our capacities 
too limited, our lives too short, to 
fully grasp the entire scope of these 
words: “He brought us forth,” par¬ 
ticularly if instead of the word “us” 
you can insert the word “me.” 

c) He brought us forth by the Word 
of Truth! Just think, my friend, all 
that God has provided and intends 
for you and I is centered in, and can 
be found through the Word! This was 
the Gospel that Paul preached (I Cor. 
1:23) . . . which Peter says (I Cor. 1: 

1 23) and through Eph. 2:1 is realized. 
There is no hope for the one who 
obeys not this Word of Truth! 

d) Why? He brough us forth “that
